WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—[{Special.]—The 
only Republican Congressman from South 
Carolina died here this morning after an illness 
of only three days. Col. Mackey was a native 
of South Carolina and was about 99 years old. 
He was a man of fine intellectual ments, 
and was counted one of the most skillful poli- 
ticians in his State in either party. His death 
is the sixth whieh has taken place in the House 
since the Forty-eighth Congress was elected a 
ear ago last November. Those who 
ve died are Herndon, of Alabama, who 
died before the adjournment of 
the Forty-seventh Congress; 
of Iowa, whe died during the vacation; 
keli, of Kansas, who died shortly after Con- 
gress convened; Herron, of Louisiana, who 
also died last summer; and Poole, of South 
Carolina, who before the assembling of 
The House committee to take 
charge of the funeral arrangements of Repre- 
sentative Mackey consists of Messrs. Pettibone, 
O'Hara, Davis of Missouri, Hemphill, Bisbee, 
and Willis.

He was admitted to bar in 1868, but 
continued active in politics, dein Niected to vari- 
ous mupicipal, county. and State offices. 
he was elected to Congress from the Charleston 
district. He was Speaker of the Lower House the 
Republican Legislature of South Carolina ta 1876 
during the controversy in that State over the elec~- 
tion of Hampton or Chamberlain as Governor, and 


over the Electoral vote. The compromise subse- 


quently entered into gave the State Legislature to 
the Democrats and the Electoral vote to the Repub- 
He was a candidate for a seat in the Forty- 
sixth Congress, but was defeated, and, though he 
contested, never received the seat. He was elected 
to the Forty-seventh and Forty-eighth Congresses. 
Col. Mackey’s death will be a great loss to the Re- 
publican party of South Carolina.

As a sincere and 
unflinching Democrat” he is constrained to

sition which Col. Morrison’s Tariff-Reduction 
bill will encounter. 

Mr. Moore is right as well as honest when 
he declares it to be his belief that the Repub- 
lican party, if it were in a majority in the 
present House, would proceed to a further 
reduction of the tariff taxes. There are sev- 
eral reasons for thinking so. First, the Re- 
publican leaders are alert in their apprehen- 
sion of public sentiment, and they would 
prefer to go into the next Presidential cam- 
paign upon a record ef tax-reduction rather 
than the opposit record. In the second place, 
they would find a warrant for a further ex- 
cision because the revision bill of last winter 
did not produce so large a reduction as had 
been expected from it. In the third place, 
there is a growing sentiment among the Re- 
publicans, backed up by the manufacturers, 
that the purpose of protection may be de- 
feated by too much tariff, and that the time 
has come when the manufacturing interests 
of the country will be better off with free raw 
material than with tariff rates on manufact- 
ured goods which are practically prohibitory. 
In other words, the manufacturers generally 


and his associates will do justice to the peo- | 


are beginning to realize that it will be more 
profitable for them to have foreign markets 
opened to them than it is to be confined to a 
home market when the supply exceeds the 
demand. All these are considerations which 
would weigh with the Republicans; it re- 
mains to be seen what effeet they will have 
on the Democrats.

Subsequent sections provide for the ap- 
pointment of a Pool Commissioner, who shall 
have authority to enforce all the details of 
this “solemn” agreement not to compete. 
He is to have copies of all tye contracts made 
by the roads with freight shippers; he is 
given the power to examine the books of the 
roads for evidence of violation of this agree- 
ment, and is empowered to fine any roads 
that give the public lower than the monopoly 
rates, the fine in no case to be less than $500. 
The Northern Pacific goes so deep into the 
pool that it agrees to bear its proportionate 
share of the subsidy paid by the Central Pa- 
cific to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
as a reward for not giving the shippers of the 
Pacific coast lower rates by water than the 
Central Pacific wants to charge by land. The 
Pacific Mail, too, be it remembered, has been 
the recipient of aid from the Government, 
like the Northern Pacific.

Agreement“ we see the signature of: 


The Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
John Muir, Superintendent of Traffic.” by

TEMPERANCE LEGISLATION IN IOWA 

While the Republicans in the Iowa Legis- 
lature are somewhat undecided what to do 
with the prohibition question, some being in 
favor of very stringent legislation and others 
advocating a gradual assault upon the liquor 
evil, the Democrats in caueus have agreed 
upon a semi-practical measure, which is good 
as far as it goes, The bill upon which they 
have agreed fixes a State license of $300 for 
wholesale dealers and $250 for saloons, It 
also includes some supplementary provisions, 
such as those fixing a money penalty or for- 
feiture of license and imprisonment for sell- 
ing liquor to minors or habitual drunkards, 
requiring a bond of $1,500, and granting 


to any holders of a State license. 

The direction of the Democratic measure is 
right, for it is a step towards high license, 
but the defect in the bill is, that it does not 
go far enough to do much good, and stands 
no chance of adoption. It would not give 
satisfaction to the people, especially in the 
rural districts, where the demand for prohib- 
itory legislation is strongest in Iowa, nor, on 


* 


increase the revenues of some cities and 
towns, it would not have the effect to reduce 
materially the number of saloons or decrease 
the evils of intemperance, which are the ob- 
jects of prohibitory legislation. Cheap li- 
cense will never be ac cepted by the people of 
Iowa, nor would it work any length of time 
if it were. If high license is demanded in 
Illinois, Nebraska, and other States where 
the prohibition sentiment is not half so strong 
as the desire to regulate the saloons and keep 
them within reasonable bounds, how much 
more is it demanded in a State like lowa, 
where the prohibition sentiment is so strong 
in the rural districts ? 

It would be more judicious if the Demo- 
crats agreed upon a measure fixing the mini- 
mum tax at $1,000 uniformly. The strongest 
and most effective bill the Democrats could 
have drawn up would be one making a gen- 
eral minimum tax of $1,000 in all cases. 
Such a bill would have a chance of passing. 

Such a bill as this, with the supplementary 
provisions above named added to it, which 
are all excellent in character, combined with 
local option in all cities and towns to increase 
the amount above $1,000 if they so desired, 
or to enact prohibition where the local senti- 
ment is strong enough to enforce it, would 
be as perfect temperance legislation as it is 
possible to devise, and would be satisfactory 
to all classes of people in lowa except the 
saloonkeepers and the ultra Prohibitionists. 
Such a bill would probably command the 
support of sufficient Republicans to make it 
a law, and it would be the best law that such 
a decidedly temperance State could have. As 
it is, the Democrats have settled upon a weak, 
half-way measure which does not represent 
the sentiments of even a respectable minority 
of the people, and which will not pass, be- 
cause it will not be acceptable to the majority 
of the citizens.

WHat may be accepted as the true 
story” of Mr. New’s resignation of the 
place of Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
is told by the Washington correspondent of 
the New York Tunes.

Typewriting and Shorthand. 

It is quite clear from the reports of the Super- 
intendent of Schools and of the President of the 
Board of Education that the course of study in 
the Chicago high-schools will be practically 
revolutionized in a short time, probably at the 
end of the present school year in June. The 
Superintendent's recommendations are more 
conservative than those of the President. Mr. 
Howland limits his proposals for change to 
mechanical drawing and design. Dr. Bridge 
would go further than ts. Now, while there 
can be no objection to Mr. Howland’s recommen- 
dations, it may be well to point out that there 
are two other branches almost necessary now- 
adays, for young men especially, which 
might be introduced with profit and 
advantage, and without much 
additional expense. These are phonog- 
raphy and typewriting. In nearly every 
branch of commercial and professional life 
both these arts, if they may be called such, are 
of the utmost utility, and young men and 
young women who are proficient in both find 
ready employment. They should really form 
part of a common-school education. They are 
a form of writing. It is not easy to see why 
the characters of phanography bave not been 
taught heretofore as part of penmanship as 
well as the letters of the seript alphabet. A 
few years ago, through the efforts of Mr. W. J. 
English, then a member of the Board of Educa- 
tion, and a practical shorthand writer himself, 
phonography was introduced as one of the 
branches taught in the evening 
It immediately became a favorit study. 
The classes in that branch were largely 
and regularly attended, and many young 
men and women acquired useful and advanta- 
geous knowledge. As an experiment, the in- 
troduction was certainly a complete success. 
It is strange that it was not followed up and 
tried in the day high-schools, Had the time 
spent in these institutions in attempting to ac- 
quire a smattering of Greek and of music been 
given to teaching shorthand and typewriting 
how much more practical good would have been 
done. The Board of Education has now an op- 
portunity to make up in some degree for past 
negligence. Public opinion will sustain it in in- 
troducing the two studies—the one is necessary 
to the other—even though it may add consider- 
ably to the appropriations required for the sup- 
port of the high-schools. Each is a necessary 
part of manual training and of an education. 
That the classes would be largely attended and 
be popular with pupils is certain. The suc- 
cess of the evening high-school experiment 
and the large number of well-patronized private 
schools in these branches in Chicago are ample 
proof of this.

Louis Ehlert, the well-known musical crit- 
ic and essayist, died at Wiesbadén two weeks ago. 
He had procured tickets for Wilkelmj concert, 
and shortly before the beginning suddenly fainted. 
The timely assistance of a physician saved him from 
the romantic fate of dying in the concert-hall. He 
was taken to his house, where he expired in the 
presence of his children. He was born in 1825, at 
Konigsberg, and was educated at the Leipzig Con- 
servatory. where he studied under Mendelssohn 
Schumann, to whose standard he remained 
faithful. His own compositions, which include a 
symphony, are of no great value, but his essays, 
which have been collected in book form, are im- 
agi native and entertaining. 


An excellent portrait of Samuel Rogers, 
the poet, has been presented to Harvard College 
by Dr. William Bverett, and it will be hung in Me- 
mortal Hall. Dr. Everett has pasted upon the back 
of the frame a sheet of paper containing a short 
history of the picture. It was painted about the 
year 1847 by Chester Harding, and by him sent in 
the spring of 1848 to Edward Everett, who was then 
President of Harvard College. By his adminis- 
trator it was presented to Sidney Brooks. From 
him it was passed by will in 1878 to William Ever- 
ett. It is by him presented to the President and 
fellows, in pursuance of an intention expressed in 
a letter of Edward Everett to Samuel Rogers. 


The night of Nov. 11, 1882, Mrs, Thomas 
Groves, a well-known lady of Rochester, N. X., 
while walking after dark to her residence, 
fell into an excavation made for a sewer and suf- 
fered very severe injuries to herspine.

A LABOR CRISIS. 
MINISTER FERRY'S ADDRESS. 

PARIS, Jan. 28.—The French Chamber of 
Deputies today debated on the interpellation 
offered by Langlois regarding the economical 
policy of the Government and the questions 
affecting the workingmen. Minister Ferry said 
he recognized the gravity of the labor crisis in 
Paris. It would be difficult, he thought, to 


remedy it. The excess of building had pro- 
duced a crisis in the building trade.

The 
Government was considering a bill to open a 
credit for agriculturists. The crisis was not 
general, but confined to Paris. re- 
ferred to the causes which led to the 
crisis, notably the rate of wages, which he 
said was too high.

A few days ago Sefior deciared bis 
mtention to sit in Congress as Deputy for 
Huesca, in Aragon, though he is also member- 
elect for Barcelona, because hé wishes to have 
entire liberty in the coming debates on the 
treaties of commerce, and particularily when 
the British convention is discussed, that he may 
record his vote in favor of free trade. Sefior 
Castelar added:. You know that I am like the 
majority of Spanish Republicans of every 
shade—favorable to free trade &s a principle 
and asa means of drawing closer and render 
ing more cordial our relations with England, 
France, and the United States. These are our 
natural friends; indeed, far more vaiuable th 
i al alliances, contrary to our natio 
i and aspirations. Iam a member of 
your Cobden Club, a friend of your Liberal 
statesmen, and I regret that our Catalan work- 
men and Bareelona Republicans still 
free trade. But they in 
the Spanish Democracy, as Catalans 
are an intelligent, race, they will 
soon discover the benefite of free trade, even 
for manufacturers. Witness the resuits of the 
French treaty, against which the Catalans pro- 
tested, and the vastly-inoreased trade of Barce- 
lona.

protection. He knows that a word from him may 
2 or ruin thousands. He is conscious of a sov- 
eréignty greater than that of Kings. He 
sometimes agrees to pocket an affront. but on con- 
dition of biding his time for revenge, if only by 
offering his pity, aceompanled Dy some thousands 
of francs. . .../ Heis naturally generous, but 
generous after his own fashion. He will oblige a 
neighbor, but he takes a diabolical pleasure in mak- 
ing & proud noble or haughty iady feel the weight 
of his benefits. He has a special delight in hum- 

bling them by an Odious and coarse famlliarity, 
He taps the shoulder of the young man who comes 
to confess a gambling debt, he kisses the bands of 
the woman forced to confide her embarrassments 
and to ask his help to pay her dressmaker. .. 
He grants audiences like a Minister. The Chancel- 
lor often uses him for inspiring the foreign press. 
Journalists have a great respect for him—perhaps 
because they have frequently been deluded by 
him. Diplomatists go and dine with him and court 
him. Everybody fears him; a few pretend to 
scorn him; those short of money dream of him. 

Berlin society 1s not like other societies. It has 
none of our intelligent skepticism. It is even de- 
void. as regards the upper classes, of natural Ger- 
man propriety. It has something archaic and non- 
Civized, whicts seems to.date from the first ages of 
history (Lam speaking, of course, of questions of 
morality). IB is perfectly unconscious of its ac- 
tions. Its Mangers are neither vicious nor degen- 
erate; they are simply what were the manners of 
our ancestor before the meaning of propriety 
was invented. At Berlin adulter flourishes like a 
plant in ite chosen soil. It ripens inthe broad 
daylight, and reaps its fruits without scruple. Most 
married women have a lover, or to have one. 
Vice is not looked upon as vi and virtue is 
among the things reckoned useless. As to love, it 
is seldom met with. Liaisons are formed according 
to caprice and instinct. Gallantry is unknown. A 
Lauzun or a Richelieu would be — Every 
thing “is Garried on vulgeriyy without poetry or 
gracefulness, without tient — halt-hy po- 
critical preoccupation which in other countries is at 
least a homage rendered to virtue. But the people 
of this society, so unserupulous in their own 
manners, are very severe on thé morals of others. 
One-half of Berlin may be said to pass the lives in 

spytng on the other half. 

As regards intellect, no attempt is made to culti- 
vate it.

The Dogmatics After Newton’s Scalp. 

New York Times: There is no doubt that the 
pressure brought to bear upon the Assistant 
Bishop to induce him to order the Rev. R. 
Heber Newton to be tried for heresy is very 
strong. Bishop Potter is evidently of the opin- 
jon that such a trial would be injudicious; but 
i remains to be seen whether he can with- 
Btand tho demands of Mr. Newton's perse- 
cutors. 

It is taken for granted by those who want to 
bring the Rey. Mr. Newton to trial that he can 
easily be convicted of beresy and driven out of 
the Episcopal Church. It does not seem to 
hayq occurred to them that Mr. Newton might 
be acquitted, in which case uu would be judi- 
cially decided that his views are not heretical. 
If those who are so eager to pet rid of Mr. 
Newton really believe that the church is scan- 
dalized by his presence at the altar, what will 
— mind by his acquittal the 

u sifu eclare t any clergyman m 
lawfully hold Mr. Newton’s 

The position taken by Mr. Newton is that the 
Scriptures contain the word of God, but are 
not the word of God in the sense that every 
eutence from Genesis to the Apocalypse is 
‘dictated by the Holy Spirit, and is hence infal- 
lible. No doubt this view is not that of a ma- 
jority of the members of the Episcopal Church. 
Many of them believe, with certain Protestant 
ts, that the Bible is we thoughts of God 
in the language of God.“ To such Mr. New- 
tous View is shocking, and they have no doubt 
Abat it is heretical. To be found guilty of her- 
easy, however, Mr. Newton must be proved to 
have taught doctrines which ti church has 
Gociared to be heretical. He cannot be found 
gulity if it is shown that his teachings are not 
contrary to those of the church, however 
shocking they may be to individual members of 
the church. 

it is certainly very doubtful if Mr. Newton's 
Views of the Bible are contrary to the teach- 
ings of the church. It is conceded that they 
do not conflict with the Thirty-nine Articles, 
and his persecutors are compelled to fall back 
pon the ordination service in which Mr. New- 
ton declared his belief in the Holy Scriptures. 
No definition ot the meaning this declara- 

non has been made by the church. If it means 
that every clergyman must believe in the infal- 
libility of every line of Scripture, then no cler- 
wan ordained prior to the late revision of 
the New Testament can accept any of the 
changes made by the revisers, for he has sol- 
emniy engaged to believe in the infallibility 
of the K James version. No one would 
dream of a clergyman with heresy 
for having doubts asto the divine authorship 
Of the Song of Solomon,“ or of the literal 
truthfulness of the story of Job. To in-

service binds clergymen to uphold the infalli- 
bility of the entire Bible is to render hundreds 


, Of even “evangelical’’ clergymen liable to be 


prosecuted for heresy, and to commit the 
church to the absurdity of decreeing the in-

King James version. 

If, however, Mr. Newton cannot be found 
guilty of heresy on the ground that his views 
are in conflict with a certain passage in the 
Ordination service he must be acquitted.

An Attempt of a Speculative Railroad 
to Cheat Seven Hundred People Out 
of Their Land. 

Grand Rapids Eagle, Jan. 25: The Eagle has 
received from the Private Owners’ Commit- 
tee of Lands within the Ontonagon & Brulé 
River Railroad and Marquette & State Line 
Railroad land-grants of Michigan a set of 
stereoscopic views representing portions of the 
Ontonagon & Briué River Railroad, together 
with what is characterized as a summary his- 
tory of the contest over thé land-grant con- 
nected therewith, and for the declaration of 
forfeiture of which an effort is now making in 
Congress.
